V ictim s of P arkin son ’s disease 
suffer from trem ors an d muscular 
rigidity . If able to walk at all, they 
often mov e with slow, shufflin g steps. 
Doctors say the sy mptoms occur 
because the brain of person s with the 
disease does n ot produce en ough of a 
substan ce called dopamin e, doctors 
say . 
A drug called L-dopa, in troduced 
n in e y ears ago, fights the sy mptoms 
for a few y ears, but ev en tually it stops 
workin g as the brain deteriorates, doc­ 
tors say . 
The n ew drug helps compen sate for 
the missin g dopamin e after L-dopa 
loses its power. 
An accoun t of the testin g, con ducted 
by Lieberman an d other doctors at 
New York Un iv ersity Medical School, 
was published in today ’s issue of the 
New En glan d Journ al of Medicin e.

BOSTON (AP) — Doctors say they 
have successfully tested a new drug 
that fights the crippling symptoms of 
Parkinson’s disease, even in patients 
Mio no longer respond to the primary 
medicine now in use. 
One woman in the test reportedly 
regained the ability to talk, eat and sit 
up. 
“This is a major development,” Dr. 
Abraham Lieberman, Mio directed the 
testing, said in an interview. “It repre­ 
sents a new therapeutic approach to 
the disease,” which afflicts about one 
million Americans. 
He said general use of the new 
treatment — based on a drug called 
bromocriptine — is probably several 
years away. 
Victims of Parkinson’s disease 
suffer from tremors and muscular 
rigidity. If able to walk at all, they 
often move Mth slow, shuffling steps. 
Doctors say the symptoms occur 
because the brain of persons Mth the 
disease does not produce enough of a 
substance called dopamine, doctors 
say. 
A drug called L-dopa, introduced 
nine years ago, fights the symptoms 
for a few years, but eventually it stops 
working as the brain deteriorates, doc­ 
tors say. 
The new drug helps compensate for 
the missing dopamine after L-dopa 
loses its power. 
An account of the testing, conducted 
by Lieberman and other doctors at 
New York University Medical School, 
was published in today’s issue of the 
New England Journal of Medicine. 
Lieberman said other work with the 
drug is being done by Dr. Donald Caine 
of the National Institutes of Health.

Pardon Plan 
Broadened 
By Carter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President­ 
elect Carter’s advisers have reached 
substantial agreement on a plan that 
could extend Carter’s promise of cle­ 
mency for draft violators to perhaps as 
many as 250,000 Vietnam-era ser­ 
vicemen with tarnished military 
records. 
Carter, who had promised during the 
election campaign that he would 
pardon draft law violators, has been 
urged by some groups to broaden such 
a clemency program to include 
military deserters and veterans with 
less-than-honorable discharges. 
David H. Berg, a Houston attorney 
on Carter's transition staff, said 
Wednesday, “We’ve agreed in sub­ 
stance on what our recommendations 
to Gov. Carter will be with respect to 
the pardon and treatment of military 
offenders.” 
Berg said he was going to work 
immediately on the pardon for draft 
law violators and an executive order, 
“subject to the approval of Gov. Carter 
and the new attorney general.” 
Berg met earlier this week with 
Charles Kirbo, the President-elect’s 
adviser, and former federal appeals 
court judge Griffin B. Bell, now a 
Kirbo law partner and a longtime 
friend of Carter. 
Berg’s use of the terms “military 
offenders” and “executive order” 
signals that 
C arter’s clemency 
program is not confined to draft law 
violators and raises the possibility that 
as many as 250,000 ex-servicemen 
could benefit from Carter’s action. 
An executive order in cases of 
military offenders would represent a 
decision by the commander-in-chief to 
change the service records of the men 
involved. No pardon would be useful 
because in many instances the men 
have not been convicted of any crime. 
The ex-servicemen include Vietnam 
veterans, many decorated for valor, 
who got in trouble Mth the military 
after service in combat and were dis­ 
charged as undesirables. There also 
are thousands classified as deserters 
and who were captured or returned 
voluntarily, eventually being given 
undesirable or other 
less-than- 
honorable discharges. 
There are about 4,500 servicemen 
listed as having deserted during the 
Vietnam war who remain fugitives, 
many living in foreign lands. 
During the presidential campaign, 
Carter promised a pardon “for those 
who violated Selective Service laws,” 
including young men who refused in­ 
duction into the Army, failed to 
register for the draft or illegally 
evaded being called for service.

In that role, he was involved 
in decisions leading to deeper U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam 
Califano transferred to the White 
House staff in 1965 after Johnson noted 
his work on behalf of a supersonic 
airliner. 
Meanwhile, Carter has enlisted Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D-Wash., who favors 
the creation of a Department of 
Energy and Natural Resources, to help 


clear the way for government 
reorganization in the energy area.

Carter Seeks End To ‘Sweetheart' Job Deals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jimmy 
Carter’s effort to slam shut the 
“revolving door” between government 
agencies and private industry will rely 
on signed agreements and perhaps 
some new legislation, Carter aides 
say. 
A draft of conflict-of-interest 
guidelines for Carter appointees is on 
its way to the Presidentelect, said John 
Moore, an Atlanta lawyer who has 
been working on such rules for almost 
six months. 
“The aspect we are wrestling with is 
policy: how pure can we make 
people?” Moore said. 
Consumer advocates contend the 
“revolving door” practice — of agency 


personnel coming from the industries 
they will oversee and regulators 
leaving public service for jobs in the 
regulated industries — leads to 
decisions unnecessarily favorable to 
industry. 


Carter promised during the cam­ 
paign to end the practice that he called 
a “sweetheart arrangment.” 


The proposed guidelines go beyond 
current laws and regulations, par­ 
ticularly in dealing with what jobs 
officials can hold after leaving the 
government, said Robert Lipshutz, a 
top Carter aide. 
The draft deals with three areas: 
—What an appointee must do with 


stocks, bonds and other financial 
assets that might be affected by his 
governmental decisions; 
—How long the appointee Mil serve; 
and 
—What types of jobs the appointee 
may take after leaving office. 
The draft would require that ap­ 
pointees sign an agreement not to work 
in the industry over which they had 
authority for a specified length of time 
after leaving government service. 


It would also require a written 
agreement with appointees to serve a 
specified length of time in office. For 
members of powerful regulatory 
commissions, this would be the legally 


specified term of office. 
Studies of regulatory agencies have 
shown that commissioners rarely 
serve out their terms. 


Moore said he thinks legislation is 
needed. 
A decision by Carter on the rules — 
perhaps with changes by the former 
Georgia governor — should come 
sometime next week, said Lipshutz. 


Both Lipshutz and Moore refused to 
be specfic about the terms of the draft 
conflict-of-interest regulations, saying 
Carter will probably make changes 
before approving them. 
But they did confirm that potential 
Carter appointees will be required to 


disclose their financial situation and 
relevant personal information fully to 
Carter before obtaining an ap­ 
pointment. 


Neither Moore nor Lipshutz would 
say how much of this financial in­ 
formation would be made public. 


Moore said some appointees will be 
required to sell their holdings — like 
stock or other interests in businesses 
that might conflict directly with their 
governmental duties. 
Other holdings might be put into 
blind trusts, where a trustee oversees 
the holdings without the government 
official knowing anything about the in­ 
vestments.

Reagan Denies Tales 
O f Campaign Laxity 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Ronald 
Reagan say s he did all he cou ld to help 
elect President Ford, and that cam­ 
paign work ers who say otherwise are 
ju st look ing for a “scapegoat.” 


“1 actu ally had a schedu le (cam­ 
paigning for Ford) that was ju st abou t 
as fu ll as my own schedu le du ring the 
primaries when I was campaigning for 
my self,” Reagan said Wednesday . 


In an interv iew with The Associated 
Press, Reagan ex pressed optimism 
abou t the figu re of the Repu blican 
party , althou gh he said a name change 
might be in order. He su ggested that 
the 
party 
consider 
holding 
a 
miniconv ention nex t y ear to adopt a 
rev italized statement of principles. 
The former California gov ernor, 
say ing 
he 
wanted to 
dispel 
“a 
widespread notion" that he had 
refu sed 
the

nomination, confirmed that Ford 
didn’t offer him the second spot. 
He said he was glad he “didn’t hav e 
to face that situ ation.” Had the 
nomination been offered, with pleas 
that he was needed to u nify the party , 
Reagan said, “I don’t k now what I 
wou ld hav e done. It wou ld hav e been a 
v ery difficu lt situ ation.” 
Bu t Reagan said he didn’t think his 
presence on the tick et 
as 
v ice 
presidential candidate wou ld hav e 
helped: “I’v e nev er believ ed that the 
second man on the tick et adds v otes to 
the top of the tick et.” 


Reagan said “no defeated candidate 
for the nomination has ev er cam­ 
paigned that hard for the nominee, as 
he did for Ford. 
He said criticism of his role was 
“ju st look ing for an alibi on the part of 
some of the campaign staff who want 
someone to blame. 
“I appeared in 25 states. 1 did a 
series of commercials ranging from 30 
seconds to fiv e minu tes. I did a 30- 
minu te telev ision speech. Ov er a 
million letters were sent ou t ov er my 
signatu re soliciting su pport for the 
President.”

Bu t, Reagan ack nowledged, he 
emphasized the GOP platform and 
loy alty to the party rather than a 
direct appeal for Ford. 
“This was deliberate strategy , he 
said. “We came ou t of the conv ention 
with some pretty strong feelings on the 
part of a lot of people. There was great 
disappointment.” 
Reagan said a special Repu blican 
national conv ention in 1977 cou ld giv e 
the party a chance to rev italize itself 
after last month’s election losses and 
to “merchandise” its platform and 
philosophy . 
One of the things Repu blicans shou ld 
consider at su ch a conv ention is 
whether they shou ld change their 
name, Reagan said. Bu t they shou ld 
stay away from the word “con­ 
serv ativ e” and consider names su ch 
as “independent” or '“ constitu tion 
party ,” he said. 


POINT PLEASANT, W.Va. (AP) - 
The ninth anniv ersary of the collapse 
of the Silv er Bridge passed almost 
withou t notice Wednesday . 
“It k in da slipped my mind, to tell 
y ou the tru th,” ex plained Bob Wingett, 
editor of the Point Pleasant Register. 
“People arou nd here ju st hav en’t been 
talk ing abou t it. Perhaps nex t y ear, 
being the 10th anniv ersary , we’ll do 
something.” 
It was a cold Friday , that Dec. 15, 
1967 , when the bridge collapsed u nder 
the weight of too mu ch traffic and fell 
into the riv er. Forty six men, women 
and children perished. 
“You k now, I ju st plain forgot,” said 
Lena May Rak e, a 7 8 -y ear-old widow 
who witnessed the collapse. She liv es 
across the riv er in Kanau ga, Ohio, 
fewer than 50 y ards from the site of the 
old bridge. 
“My hu sband was aliv e then,” she 
recalled. “He was sitting at the dinner 
table look ing ou t at the riv er and he 
called to me, say ing: ‘Lena, come 
q u ick . The bridge is falling.' I ran to 
the back door and watched the cars 
tu mble off.” 
She and her hu sband ru shed to the 
riv er bank . “A man was sitting on the 
cab of his tru ck in the middle of the 
riv er and another man was trapped in 
a pool of fu el oil ju st ov er the riv - 
erbank . He was still in his tru ck and he 
was screaming and hollering for 
help.” 
At the Tu Endie Wei restau rant, 
Hattie Wamsley said she hadn’t giv en 
it mu ch thou ght, either. 
“My son, Bu tch, called the other 
night and ask ed if there was going to 
be some sort of doings to com­ 
memorate the bridge,” she said. “He 
was in Vietnam when it fell and he 
heard abou t it all the way ov er there. 
Bu t nobody ’s mentioned it all day .” 
One person who did remember was 
Madge By u s, a retired school teacher 
who liv es in the commu nity of Hen­ 
derson. She lost her dau ghter-in-law 
and two grandchildren. The body of 
one grandchild was nev er recov ered. 
“I was at home when the bu lletin 
came ov er the telev ision,” she said. “I 
thou ght they might be on the bridge 
and I walk ed the floor u ntil my son 
came ov er and gav e me the news. 
“None of my neighbors has men­ 
tioned it today . They didn’t want to 
remind me bu t I hav en’t forgotten. To 
me, nine y ears don’t seem so long. I’ll 
nev er forget.” 


Seaway Freeze-Up 
W orries Shipowners 


DETROIT (AP) - Ocean-going 
ships, hu rry ing to sail ou t of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway sy stem ahead of 
winter’s grip, will need help from 
Mother Natu re if the annou nced Dec. 
18 deadline is to be ex tended. 
“I’m not ev en say ing may be,” Bill 
Kennedy , manager of the Seaway 
Dev elopment Corp., said Wednesday 
from his office at Massena, N.Y. 
“ The decision (to ex tend the 
deadline) will be based u pon weather 
and ice conditions at the time,” 
Kennedy said. “I don’t k now what will 
happen at that time, bu t those will be 
the factors.” 
As of Wednesday , officials were 
holding to the Satu rday deadline. With 
generally mild weather prev ailing 
throu ghou t the sy stem, ships con­ 
tinu ed to mov e slowly throu gh the ice 
floes. 
The weather forecast throu gh 
Friday called for tem peratu res 
ranging from the low 20s to the mid 
30s. Bu t high winds and a su dden drop 
in the mercu ry cou ld lock in the ships 
tightly . 
There were 49 “salties" in the 
sy stem early Wednesday compared 
with 28 at the same time last y ear, 
according to a spok eswoman at the 
sy stem’s office in Massena. 
“We’re mak ing fairly good progress 
(getting the ocean bou nd v essels ou t), 
ex cept for the trou ble ships,” she said. 
Those “trou ble ships” were a pair of 
Liberian freighters — the Unimar, 
which was agrou nd at Sau lt Ste. Marie, 
and the Attica which was anchored in 
the St. Clair Riv er off Marine City with 
an 18-foot crack in her bottom. 
Coast Gu ard officials at the Soo 
su cceeded in floating the Unimar 
Wednesday afternoon. Bu t a Coast 
Gu ard spok esman in Detroit said the 
Attica wou ldn’t be allowed to weigh 
anchor u ntil its owners first proposed a 
plan of repair. 
“We don’t want her sink ing in ou r 
waters,” the spok esman said. 
The Coast Gu ard said no salties had 
been forced to spend a winter laid u p in 
the Great Lak es since 1962, when a 


Greek ship failed to mak e it to salt 
water before the seaway sy stem froze 
ov er. 
The problem this season has been 
compou nded by an early freeze and the 
fact that sev eral ships hav e gone 
agrou nd near the Soo in the past week , 
block ing passage of other ships. 
Gen. Robert Moore, commander of 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers in 
Chicago, said it was important to 
hy dro-electric power facilities that a 
proper ice cov er be formed ov er por­ 
tions of the sy stem between Massena 
and Montreal. 
“We’re try ing to form the ice cov er 
and once it’s formed, we’ll probably 
open the sy stem and let ships go 
throu gh,” Moore said. “Bu t I can’t dis­ 
tu rb that ice cov er to the point where it 
wou ld be detrimental to lev els of wateir 
nex t y ear. So we’re going to watch that 
v ery carefu lly .” 
Kennedy said U.S. and Canadian 
seaway officials were in contact 
constantly , and were mak ing regu lar 
inspections of the sy stem by air. 
“It’s u p to Mother Natu re,” Moore 
said. “Bu t we’ll do all we hu manly 
can.”

Sharp went to Minnesota on Wed­ 
nesday to bury her husband. When she 
arrived, investigators were waiting 
with the news that her husband may 
have left behind three other widows.

identified as Joseph 
Gordon Sharp, died Dec. IO in a plane 
crash near Fort Wayne, Ind. 


WhUe investigating the accident, 
authorities discovered he had a family 
in the Columbus suburb of Gahanna 
and one in Grosse Point Park, Mich. 
A Canadian woman also has notified 
officials that she was married to Sharp 
and a fourth woman from Chicago told 
Sharp’s employer that his marriage to 
the Gahanna woman “ will cause some 
serious problems,” authorities said. 
‘‘We have confirmed at least two 
families and are investigating the 
reports of two more," said Franklin 
County Prosecutor George C. Smith. 
He added that Sharp also was under 
secret indictment on charges of theft 


by deception and using the mails to 
obtain money. 
The charges stemmed from a 1973 
insurance claim in which Sharp 
reported $7,000 worth of avionics 
equipment stolen from his plane while 
it was parked at Port Columbus 
International Airport.

said 
insurance 
agents 
determined that the theft claim was 
fraudulent and were prepared to 
arrest Sharp in Columbus when he 
returned from Chicago last Friday.

—Sharp was married to Helen L. 
Sharp of Gahanna in 1967 and had two 
children, Michael, 8, and Christina, 4. 
—He was married to Mary Louise

The Michigan woman told authorities 
she never divorced Sharp and he 
visited the family "every three or four 
days.”

a half years behind bars. 
He becomes eligible for parole Jan. 
IO and presumably would not be 
released before then even if the 
commission approves the parole.

Set In Spain 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — Spanish 
voters rejected appeals from both the 
left and the Francoist right and over­ 
whelmingly approved a return to 
parliamentary democracy after four 
decades of dictatorship. 


With 98.4 per cent of the ballots cast 
in Wednesday’s referendum counted, 
the government said 72.9 per cent of 
the 23 million voters approved its plan 
to hold free parliamentary elections 
next year. 


The election center said 77.4 per cent 
of those eligible voted; 94.2 per cent of 
the ballots counted were "yes” ; 2.6 per 
cent were opposed; and the rest were 
invalid or blank abstention ballots.

Disaster 
Anniversary 
Unnoticed 


POINT PLEASANT, W.Va. (AP) - 
The ninth anniversary of the collapse 
of the Silver Bridge passed almost 
without notice Wednesday. 
"It kin da slipped my mind, to tell 
you the truth,” explained Bob Wingett, 
editor of the Point Pleasant Register. 
"People around here just haven’t been 
talking about it. Perhaps next year, 
being the 10th anniversary, we’ll do 
something.” 
It was a cold Friday, that Dec. 15, 
1967, when the bridge collapsed under 
the weight of too much traffic and fell 
into the river. Forty six men, women 
and children perished. 
"You know, I just plain forgot," said 
Lena May Rake, a 78-year-old widow 
who witnessed the collapse. She lives 
across the river in Kanauga, Ohio, 
fewer than 50 yards from the site of the 
old bridge. 
“ My husband was alive then,” she 
recalled. "He was sitting at the dinner 
table looking out at the river and he 
called to me, saying: ‘Lena, come 
quick. The bridge is falling.’ I ran to 
the back door and watched the cars 
tumble off.” 
She and her husband rushed to the 
river bank. "A man was sitting on the 
cab of his truck in the middle of the 
river and another man was trapped in 
a pool of fuel oil just over the riv­ 
erbank. He was still in his truck and he 
was screaming and hollering for 
help.” 
At the Tu Endie Wei restaurant, 
Hattie Wamsiey said she hadn’t given 
it much thought, either. 
"My son, Butch, called the other 
night and asked if there was going to 
be some sort of doings to com­ 
memorate the bridge,” she said. "He 
was in Vietnam when it fell and he 
heard about it all the way over there. 
But nobody’s mentioned it all day.” 
One person who did remember was 
Madge Byus, a retired school teacher 
who lives in the community of Hen­ 
derson. She lost her daughter-in-law 
and two grandchildren. The body of 
one grandchild was never recovered. 
“ I was at home when the bulletin 
came over the television,” she said. "I 
thought they might be on the bridge 
and I walked the floor until my son 
came over and gave me the news. 
"None of my neighbors has men­ 
tioned it today. They didn’t want to 
remind me but I haven’t forgotten. To 
me, nine years don’t seem so long. I’ll 
never forget.”

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Reagan Denies Tales 
O f Campaign Laxity 


IX)S ANGELES (AP) - Ronald 
Reagan says he did all he could to help 
elect President Ford, and that cam­ 
paign workers who say otherwise are 
just looking for a "scapegoat.” 


"I actually had a schedule (cam­ 
paigning for Ford) that was just about 
as full as my own schedule during the 
primaries when I was campaigning for 
myself,” Reagan said Wednesday. 


In an interview with The Associated 
Press, Reagan expressed optimism 
about the future of the Republican 
party, although he said a name change 
might be in order. He suggested that 
the 
party 
consider 
holding 
a 
miniconvention next year to adopt a 
revitalized statement of principles. 
The former California governor, 
saying 
he 
wanted to 
dispel 
"a 
w idespread notion” that he had 
refused 
the 
vice 
presidential 
nomination, confirmed that Ford 
didn't offer him the second spot. 
He said he was glad he "didn’t have 
to face that situation.” Had the 
nomination been offered, with pleas 
that he was needed to unify the party, 
Reagan said, "I don’t know what I 
would have done. It would have been a 
very difficult situation.” 
But Reagan said he didn’t think his 
presence 
on 
the 
ticket 
as 
vice 
presidential candidate would have 
helped: " I ’ve never believed that the 
second man on the ticket adds votes to 
the top of the ticket.” 


Reagan said "no defeated candidate 
for the nomination has ever cam­ 
paigned that hard for the nominee,” as 
he did for Ford. 
He said criticism of his role was 
"just looking for an alibi on the part of 
some of the campaign staff who want 
someone to blame. 
"I appeared in 25 states. I did a 
series of commercials ranging from 30 
seconds to five minutes. I did a 30- 
minute television speech. Over a 
million letters were sent out over my 
signature soliciting support for the 
President.” 
But, Reagan acknowledged, he 
emphasized the GOP platform and 
loyalty to the party rather than a 
direct appeal for Ford. 
"This was deliberate strategy,” he 
said. "We came out of the convention 
with some pretty strong feelings on the 
part of a lot of people. There was great 
disappointment.” 
Reagan said a special Republican 
national convention in 1977 could give 
the party a chance to revitalize itself 
after last month’s election losses and 
to “ merchandise” its platform and 
philosophy. 
One of the things Republicans should 
consider at such a convention is 
whether they should change their 
name, Reagan said. But they should 
stay away from the word 
“ con­ 
servative” and consider names such 
as "independent” or "constitution 
party,” he said. 
Seaway Freeze-Up 
W orries Shipowners 


DETROIT (AP) 
— Ocean-going 
ships, hurrying to sail oik of the St. 
lawrence Seaway system ahead of 
winter’s grip, will need help from 
Mother Nature if the announced Dec. 
18 deadline is to be extended. 
" I ’m not even saying maybe,” Bill 
Kennedy, manager of the Seaway 
Development Corp., said Wednesday 
from his office at Massena, N.Y. 
‘‘The decision (to extend the 
deadline) will be based upon weather 
and ice conditions at the time,” 
Kennedy said. "I don’t know what will 
happen at that time, but those will be 
the factors.” 
As of Wednesday, officials were 
holding to the Saturday deadline. With 
generally mild weather prevailing 
throughout the system, ships con­ 
tinued to move slowly through the ice 
floes. 
The weather forecast through 
Friday called for tem peratures 
ranging from the low 20s to the mid 
30s. But high winds and a sudden drop 
in the mercury could lock in the ships 
tightly. 
There were 49 "salties” in the 
system early Wednesday compared 
with 28 at the same time last year, 
according to a spokeswoman at the 
system’s office in Massena. 
"We’re making fairly good progress 
(getting the oceanbound vessels out), 
except for the trouble ships,” she said. 
Those ‘trouble ships” were a pair of 
Liberian freighters — the Unimar, 
which was aground at Sault Ste. Marie, 
and the Attica which was anchored in 
the St. Clair River off Marine City with 
an 18-foot crack in her bottom. 
Coast Guard officials at the Soo 
succeeded in floating the Unimar 
Wednesday afternoon. But a Coast 
Guard spokesman in Detroit said the 
Attica wouldn’t be allowed to weigh 
anchor until its owners first proposed a 
plan of repair. 
"We don’t want her sinking in our 
waters,” the spokesman said. 
The Coast Guard said no salties had 
been forced to spend a winter laid up in 
the Great Lakes since 1962, when a

Americans cast a vote for president, 
with all those who voted for minor par­ 
ty candidates and write-in votes in­ 
cluded.

Although McCarthy and the other 
minor party candidates did not ac­ 
cumulate votes equal to Carter’s 
national margin, 
McCarthy’s vote 
total in four states was greater than 
the difference between the two major 
candidate’s votes. 
In Oregon, Oklahoma and Maine, 
McCarthy’s total was greater than 
Ford’s margin over Carter. 
In Ohio, the former senator’s tally 
was larger than Carter’s victory 
margin. 
In terms of popular votes, these 
differences are small, but since the 
President is elected with electoral 
votes — with the winner in each state 
getting all the electoral votes from the 
state — small popular vote changes 
can be critical in states where the 
margin is narrow.

Ev en so , a g o o dly n u mb er o f 
g o o d p eo p le g av e their tithes Decau se 
they simp ly had to fo rb ear lab o r an d 
liv e it u p o n Christ’s b irthday . The 
p u ritan leaders, fin ally realizin g they 
co u ldn ’t sto p g aiety at Christmas, 
rev o ked the b an a few y ears later. 
No r sleet, n o r sn o w, n o r eco n o mic 
slu mp , n o r the su icidal dep ressio n s 
su ffered b y man y p eo p le at this seaso n 
can sto p Christmas fro m g ettin g 
b ig g er an d razzle-dazzlier each y ear.

Who's Feeling Jolly ?

NEW YORK - The Puritans of 
Massachussetts could see. way back in 
1659, that Christmas was getting out of 
hand . .. 


In a spirit of stem devoutness, the 
fathers of the colony published a ban 
which decreed: '‘Whosoever shall be 
found observing any such day as 
Christmas and the like, either by 
forbearing labor, feasting or in any 
other way . .. shall pay for each of­ 
fense 5 shillings as a fine to the 
country.” 


In those days, a shilling was a 
shilling. They didn’t have an inflation 
problem. Even so, a goodly number of 
good people gave their tithes because 
they simply had to forbear labor and 
live it up on Christ’s birthday. The 
puritan leaders, finally realizing they 
couldn’t stop gaiety at Christmas, 
revoked the ban a few years later. 
Nor sleet, nor snow, nor economic 
slump, nor the suicidal depressions 
suffered by many people at this season 
can stop Christmas from getting 
bigger and razzle-dazzlier each year. 
Psychiatrists and medical doctors 
are as busy as children and pick­ 
pockets each mid-December, trying to 
calm the emotional pains that are 
sometimes referred to as Noel 
Neuroses. At no other time of the year 
do so many Americans suffer from 
heartaches brought on by nostalgia 
over Christmases past 
Even the healthy and the young pay 
a price at Christmas. Once out of the 
safety of the crib, an American human 
being is subject to all manner of 
ailments: colds from overexposure, 
exhaustion 
from overdoing, 
in­ 
digestion from overeating, uneasy 
consciences from overspending. It was 
Jack Carter who observed: 
‘‘Christmas is the time you discover 
why they call it a white Christmas; the 
blood drains out of your face. Ifs the 
time when even young girls get tired, 
so tired-looking they could ap­ 
propriately be called shopping bags.” 
But still, Christmas gets bigger. 
The late J. I. Rodale, the nutritionist, 
felt that one of the unhealthy factors of 
Christmas is the fact that Santa Claus 
is too fat. He thought it would be more 
sensible, and promote a healthier 
image, if Santa’s belly could be de­ 
gelatinized. Santa should be more 
physically fit - a slick-Nick. 
This caused a great deal of concern. 
I remember thinking that if we began 
fooling around with Santa, on the 
advice of health authorities, other 


Christmas customs would be sure to 
crumble. 
First, the red would be erased from 
Rudolph the Reindeer’s nose - because 
a red nose hints of alcoholism, a severe 
problem in U.S. health circles. 
Once Rudolph's red nose was 
abolished, what was to stop the 
banishing of mistletoe from American 
homes? Mistletoe leads to kissing, and 
kissing (ifs said by health “experts” ) 
leads to mononucleosis sometimes, 
and the common cold often. 
Once mistletoe is out, Christmas 
trees would go, again for the public 
good. Some people are allergic to pine, 
and if baubles burst in your hand you 
can get nasty cuts. 
Family 
parties 
would 
be 
discouraged 
because 
it’s 
been 
established that overcrowding leads to 
mental illness. 
Then gift-giving would fall by the 
wayside because you can get cut by 
scissors while gift-wrapping, and 
small children could get strangled if 
caught in the sticky tape. 
Of course none of these eventualities 
ever eventualized, because the 
American people refuse to give up 
enjoying their Christmas. If the 
adamant rulings of the Puritan fathers 
couldn’t stop them in the 17th century, 
the mild admonitions of health 


specialists couldn't even concern them 
in the 20th. 
Americans are dedicated to ab­ 
sorbing all of the Christmas customs 
and rituals of every country of the 
world and throwing them into their 
own tradition. We took carols, cards, 
the Yule log and plum pudding (also 
Scrooge) from England; the Christ­ 
mas tree, ornaments, wreaths and toys 
from Germany; the creche from Italy; 
fruit cake and champagne from 
France, and Santa Claus from Asia 
Minor. 
We adopted all these customs, and 
threw in the local ingredients: gifts by 
charge-card, and the man who has 
everything. Armed with all these 
Christmas rituals, ours is the biggest, 
bestest Christmas in the world. As 
Philip Wylie once observed cynically, 
‘‘Like taxes, a Christmas custom, once 
adopted, is never relinquished” in our 
land. Our ‘‘seasonal rituals grow, 
layer by layer, like an onion.” 
Then 
on 
December 25th, 
we 
celebrate - and sometimes weep - and 
we sing, and swap gifts, and eat more 
and try to act happier than anybody, in 
any other nation, in the world. 
And once in awhile, some of us even 
pause to 
remember, 
for 
a few 
moments, 
what 
it 
is 
we are 
celebrating.

NEW YORK (AP) — Thousands of 
corporate middle m anagers are 
becoming caught in a career bind that 
threatens to end their upward mobility 
and terminate their dreams of the 
comfortable, affluent life.

success and confidential adviser to the 
heads of large corporations. ‘‘They’re 
squeezed from the top and the bot­ 
tom.” 
The pressure from the top is by 
upper management that seeks to clk 
costs and raise productivity. From the 
bottom they are being pushed by 
younger managers seeking to pull 
themselves up the ladder. 
‘‘They find themselves too young to 
retire and, in their own minds, too old 
to start over again. And they find 
themselves too high up the ladder to 
incur risk, and too low to dictate to the 
corporation,” said Jennings. 
The professor, who m aintains 
‘‘listening posts” in many of the 
largest corporations, reports that ‘‘few 
major companies aren’t oversupplied 
with these middle managers.” 
He employs alliteration to describe 
the phenomenon: ‘‘It’s the middle- 
middle muddle. Managers in a mess of 
trouble.” 
Some companies are offering early 
retirement to encourage them to leave. 
‘‘However, some of them don’t accept 
the opportunity and have to be 
pushed.” Others are phased into posi­ 
tions known to be deadends. 
Jennings, 
who 
is 
trained 
in 
psychology as well as in business 
administration, notes that the common 
complaint of such men is that they are 
misunderstood by the company and 
unappreciated by family and friends 
Having been upwardly mobile since 
their earliest days in business, many oi 
them cannot explain to their families 
why they are not continuing to advance 
into positions and moneyranges the} 
had all but taken for granted. 
Their progress is thwarted by many 
factors that coincide, including the 
slow economic growth that has 
plugged up the corporate arteries 
above them, and confusion and un- 
certainity about the future of the 
economy. 
Added to this is the realization by top 
management that a lot of upward 
mobility was spurious. Men were 
pushed along without having to 
demonstrate their competence. Now 
that they must, some cannot cut it says 
Jennings. 
The problem is vexing to both em­ 
ploye and corporation, says Jennings 
who teaches at Michigan State 
University. Neither is happy with the 
situation.

Is it true that a newborn infant can 
be bom a drug addict? Someone told 
me this. I can’t believe it. 
MissM. N. M.,N. C. 


Dear Miss M.: 
Believe it. It’s true. One of the 
saddest situations that confronts 
doctors is to find that a newborn infant 
is actually a dope addict. When the 
mother has been taking heroin, 
morphine, or other addictive drugs 
during her pregnancy, the child 
becomes addicted. 


Unfortunately, many addicts are 
rightfully afraid of the law and don’t 
tell their doctors about their addiction. 
When this happens, the “addicted” 
newborn baby cannot survive. 


When doctors know about the 
mother’s addiction, they can keep the 
child alive by using the same type of 
withdrawal techniques that they use 
for adults. 
If the father is an addict, and the 
mother is not, the child is not affected 
in this way. 
When physicians come across such 
an unhappy and catastrophic affair it 
serves 
only 
to 
emphasize 
the 


magnitude of the problem of dope 
addiction. 
No social or economic class is 
exempt from the hazards of drugs. 
Addiction and dependence on drugs of 
all sorts still represent one of the 
greatest threats to adolescents and 
young adults. 


Is there a condition known as a 
“fallen womb” or is this another old 
wives’ tale?

Dear Mrs. A.: 
Women who have given birth to a 
number of children sometimes stretch 
the tissues, the muscles and the 
ligaments in the pelvis. 
The uterus, or womb, normally held 
in position by these muscles, falls out 
of its normal place. When this occurs, 
the “fallen womb” is referred to as a 
“prolapsed uterus.” This can be 
responsible for bladder and rectal 
disturbances. 
There now are a number of excellent 
operations by which the muscle 
structure around the 
womb is 
tightened. Surgery brings welcome 
relief from the discomfort of this 
condition. 
Christmas Spending 
To Determine Policy

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The jingling 
of cash registers, not sleigh bells, will 
be the key to a successful Christmas 
season for the incoming Carter ad­ 
ministration. 
President-elect Carter and his ad­ 
visers have put Christmas retail sales 
at the top of the list of economic 
statistics that will influence their 
decision on whether to recommend a 
tax break next year. 
Retail sales have been disappointing 
since early in the year. And when 
Americans stop buying, businesses 
stop producing and that means fewer 
jobs on production lines. 
There are other statistics this month 
that will count in Carter’s decision, 
including 
November 
industrial 
production figures that will be 
released late today. 
There also will be figures on housing 
starts and personal income, both on 
Thursday, 
corporate profits on 
Monday, consumer prices on Dec. 21, 
and the index of leading economic 
indicators on Dec. 29. 
At an Atlanta news conference 
Tuesday, Carter said he will meet with 
his key advisers soon after Christmas 
to decide on what to do about the 
economy. He said he probably will 
announce the decision before he takes 
office Jan. 20. 
If things remain as they are now, he 
indicated, help will definitely be 
needed. He noted that with unem­ 
ployment at 8.1 per cent and inflation 
still dogging the economy, “the eco­ 
nomic problems are very severe.” 
He said he prefers jobs programs as 
the best way to put people back to 
work, adding that he would sup­ 
plement those with a tax break, if 
necessary. 
Retail sales is one of the statistics 
that gives the quickest look at what is 
happening in the economy. So if 
consumers start buying generously at 
Christmas, it may mean they will keep 
on 
spending 
into 
next 
year, 
diminishing the need for a quick tax 
cut. 
The whole purpose of a tax break is 
to put money into the hands of con­ 
sumers so they can buy more. 
Some encouragement was found in 
the retail sales report for November, 
which was up 1.7 per cent over 
October. 
Another 
economic 
indicator, 
meanwhile, showed a slight im­ 
provement in October. The Commerce 
Department said business inventories 
that month grew at their lowest pace in 
six months. 
Inventory 
growth 
can reduce 
production if business tries to sell 
excess stocks rather than manufac­ 
turing more goods. 
In another development, William 


Lilley III, acting director of the 
Council on Wage and Price Stability, 
said the nation’s steel companies were 
having problems getting the recently 
announced steel price increases to 
stick. 
Indiana M oney 
W oes Expected 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Pre­ 
liminary results of a State Budget 
Agency survey show 200 Indiana cities 
and counties will be in financial 
trouble by 1978. 
Budget analyst William Styring says 
a property tax increase may be the 
best way to bail them out. He declined 
to identify which areas will be hardest 
hit but said about 12 counties are in­ 
volved. Some of these adopted the local 
option income tax under the gover­ 
nor’s 1973 property tax reduction 
program, he said. 
The survey is based on financial 
records for 1974 through 1976. Results 
will not be released, however, until 
figures for 1977 can be included and 
used to double check initial pre­ 
dictions. 
Styring said no county will go broke 
in 1977, although some are going to be 
pinched. He added those pockets of 
distress will not see things get better in 
1978, and in fact, they may get worse.

Paraplegics and quadriplegics are 
trading wheelchairs for horses and 
hitting wooded trails here twice a week 
in a special recreation program for the 
handicapped. 


“Horseback riding is perfect for the 
disabled as a means of getting them 
out in the country and away from 
roads," said Susan Sygall, 23, head of 
the Outreach Recreation Program 
sponsored by the neighboring city of 
Berkeley. 


"The whole object is to pit some 
good legs under them and to get them 
out and let them see some trails,” said 
Steve Young, who teaches the disabled 
riders. 
The year-old program , funded 
mostly by a $17,000 grant from the city, 
features swimming, gymnastics, 
dancing, archery, yoga, camping and 
self-defense for the disabled. Hor­ 
seback riding classes were started a 
month ago. 
“Hey, baby!” Lester Freeman, 63, 
shouts to his brown and white pinto 
mount as he speeds around the arena 
at Grizzly Peak Stables. 
“Ifs pretty 
weird, 
but 
ifs a 
challenge to do these things,” said 
Freeman, a former bartender and 
truck driver whose legs were am­ 
putated during an illness. 
Another riding student is Phil 
Morgan, 34, who was defending his 
national water ski speed title four 
years ago when he broke his back in a 
105-mile-an-hour wipeout. “This is too 
good to miss,” he said as he urged his 
horse, Cherokee, to a faster trot. 
Stable owner young said m at 
paraplegics, who are paralyzed from 
the waist down, are held in the saddle 
by seatbelt-type straps. Quadriplegics, 
however, who also lack use of their 
arms, require a special saddle with a 
steel back support mounted on a 
regular saddle, plus shoulder har­ 
nesses and waist straps. To date, there 
have been no falls, Young said. 
“ The biggest 
problem is ap­ 
prehension about the horse,” said 
Young, “but that disappears quickly.” 
He has trained eight horses to respond 
to voice commands and subtle hand 
movements, since many of the cripples 
have limited use of their arms and 
hands.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - It was 
like the perfect Christmas present that 
kept on giving when Ohio’s voters in 
1970 put Democrats in control of a little 
known agency called the state ap­ 
portionment board. 
It led to their control of the Ohio 
House in 1972, the Senate two years 
later, and last Nov. 2 made them veto 
proof in the legislature against GOP 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Now, they have their sights on Ohio’s 
delegation to the U.S. House which 
Republicans still hold 13-10. With some 
slight reshuffling of Ohio’s 23 congres­ 
sional districts, Democrats could 
dominate the delegation after the 1978 
elections. They already have both U.S. 
senators. 
The apportionment board, which 
consists of the governor, auditor, and 
secretary of state, along with one 
member from each political party in 
the legislature, draws boundary lines 
for Ohio Senate and House districts 
Under the law, this is done only once 
every IO years, usually the year after 
each

census.

Democrats also will be taking a close 
look at the alignment of the 1st and 2nd 
Congressional Districts in Hamilton 
County, and some others around the 
state where they think the GOP could 
be vulnerable. 
Republicans have at least a dim 
hope of changing some of their for­ 
tunes. It is in a federal court action 
that seeks permission to challenge the 
Democrat-drawn legislative districts 
in state courts. Since 1973, the GOP has 
been kept out of state courts by a 
federal 
injunction issued after a 
federal court said the present districts 
comply with the U.S. Constitution. 
That hope became doubtful after 
Nov. 2 when Democrats reclaimed a 
majority on the Ohio Supreme Court, 
which would be called upon to resolve 
the case eventually.

GOLDEN, Co lo . (AP) - The federal 
g o v ernment, spending mo re than $10 
millio n this y ear to see whether 
scientists can predict earthquakes, is 
inv esting $5 ,000 mo re to check the 
claims o f ho usewiv es and psy chics 
who claim they already hav e the 
ability . 
“ There hav e alway s been peo ple in 
histo ry who made bo ld predictio ns,” 
said Ro g er Hunter, the g eo phy sicist 
with the Natio nal Earthquake Info r­ 
matio n Serv ice in charg e o f the 
pro g ram. “ We’re keeping a file, and if 
so meo ne makes a hit we can say , y eah, 
sure, this time, but lo o k at the 
mistakes.” 
The pro g ram, launched fo ur mo nths 
ag o , frankly is desig ned to reassure 
the public abo ut wild claims such as 
the perennial o ne that a killer quake 
mig ht plung e Califo rnia into the sea. 
But the jo b o f Hunter’s co mputer also 
is to see whether there actually are 
peo ple who can do what scientists hav e 
y et to learn. 
Hunter, who wo rks o nly part time o n 
the pro ject, receiv es info rmatio n fro m 
“ scientists and peo ple who think 
they ’re scientists to peo ple who send 
me their dreams.” He sto res the data 
in his co mputer, then checks the 


claims ag ainst actual earthquakes. 
Mo st o f what he receiv es is unin­ 
teresting to an ag ency that wo uld like 
to kno w mo re abo ut when and where 
earthquakes will happen. Hunter said. 
So me predictio ns, co rrect “ do wn to 
the nearest ho ur,” pro v ed statistically 
inv alid because o f o ther flaws:

The one among the 71 who has drawn 
the greatest interest of Hunter and his 
colleagues is a 59-year-old Florida 
housewife who emigrated to the United 
States from Europe. The woman, who 
shuns publicity and has asked the 
scientists at Golden not to identify her 
publicly, reports that physical sen­ 
sations warn her of impending earth­ 
quakes or explosions. 
John Derr, coordinator of the 
National Earthquake Information 
Service, speaks by telephone with the 
woman several times a week. He said:

Robert E. Sisinger, vice president of 
corporate affairs for C&SOE said the 
tax laws were created by Congress to 
give utilities and other businesses 
certain 
tax 
credits to 
encourage 
development 
and 
stimulate 
the 
economy. 
"Every citizen of the United States 
who pays an income tax takes ad­ 
vantage of certain tax credits to 
reduce the amount of federal income 
tax he has to pay,” Sisinger said. 
A spokesman for C EI said utilities 
are "permitted by law” to take certain 
tax deductions such as those allowed 
for accelerated depreciation and in­ 
vestment 
tax 
credits. 
"These 
deductions, available to all businesses, 
represent a recognition by Congress of 
the need to stimulate investment and 
to help promote national recovery and 
employment,” he said. 
Donald Nicholson, Toledo Edison’s 
vice president of finance, said it is 
"sheer nonsense to try to contend that 
complying 
with 
federal 
law 
is 
somehow improper or illegal.” He 
accused the two Washington-based 
groups of being "ignorant of the laws 
or deliberately trying to mislead the 
public.” 
"W hat is true is that electric com­ 
panies apply provisions of the tax law 
which are available to all types of 
businesses,” Nicholson said. An Ohio 
Edison spokesman said the utility had 
not seen the report, but "it could be 
pointed out that this is more or less an 
annual event by the Environmental 
Action Foundation.”

BOWIJNG GREEN, Ohio (A P )- 
Former Michigan State football coach 
Denny Stolz, who compiled a 19-13-1 
record at the Big IO school, has been 
named head coach at Bowling Green 
State University. 


Stolz was scheduled to appear here 
today at a mid-day news conference. 
He succeeds Don Nehlen who 
resigned after guiding the Falcons to 
eight winning seasons in nine years 
and a record of 53-35-4. 


Stolz, 42, left Michigan State after 
the 1975 season, in the wake of a 
recruiting scandal. Although he ac­ 
cepted responsibility for violations 
found by the NCAA against the univer­ 
sity’s athletic program, MSU officials 
said he was not involved nor per­ 
sonally at fault. 
Stolz’ 1974 team had a 7-3-1 record, 
was rated in the top 20 teams in the 
country by The Associated Press, and 
upset Ohio State 16-13 when the Buck­ 
eyes were ranked number I. 
“Denny is a proven winner as a head 
football coach who comes to us with 
the highest recommendations,” said 
BGSU Athletic Director Dick Young in 
making the announcement Wednesday 
night.

In accepting the new post, Stolz said: 
“I have the greatest respect for this 
school and its football program. At 
Michigan State, we played Purdue and 
Syracuse the same years that Bowling 
Green was beating those teams. 
“This is a first class athletic 
program at Bowling Green and it is 
verv evident from my visit to the 
campus that the administration wants 
it to continue.” 
Stolz has been a head coach for 17 
years at the high school and college 
level.

It is one-sided in favor of the star 
players now,” said the Pittsburgh- 
based attorney. 
He said the Reds’ front office is 
“accepting the drastic chain of events 
very reluctantly.” 
Reich said that was evident by 
Cincinnati’s refusal to participate in 
the free agent re-entry draft. The Reds 
lost star lefthanded pitcher Don 
Gullett to the New York Yankees, who 
agreed to pay the 25 year-old hurler $2 
million over a six-year period. 
Reich said the Reds have to face up 
to the fact that a superstar like 
Morgan, who commanded a $200,000-a- 
year salary last year, is now worth 
much more. 
“My first objective is to get my 
players signed, but it must be realized 
that the old pay scale is no longer 
applicable,” Reich said. 
A year ago, he kept his three clients 
from playing out their options and 
joining the big money market.

The buying prices of raw Ohio furs 
may be headed for historical highs this 
year. 
Most furs already have started off at 
the upper levels of prices paid last 
year.

Entrapped by the steel device, a rat 
will swim for the safety of deep water, 
be weighted down by the trap and 
quickly drown. 
In shallow water, however, a box 
trap is much better. This rectangular 
wire cage has flaps at each end that 
allow the muskrat to enter but not 
escape. The trap is placed at the en­ 
trance to a burrow or run in water that 
needs only to cover the 5-inch trap. The 
muskrat, which loves to swim through 
things rather than around them, wrtll 
readily enter the cage where it will 
drown. 
The more expensive Conibear trap 
also has its uses. Consisting of a square 
steel spring set, it is considered an 
“ instant kill” trap because, when trig­ 
gered by a muskrat, its jaws snap 
down hard on the animal’s body, 
killing it.

the Great takes area causes a snow 
cover to form within the curve. This 
cold region pushes the jet stream 
farther and farther south. 
Because the jet stream tends to 
follow successive patterns during each 
winter, there is a reasonably reliable 
basis for forecasting. 
The reason the jet stream takes 
different positions over the United 
States from year to year is found in the 
Pacific. Slowly migrating warm and 
cold patches in the ocean set up the 
pattern of curves. 
And, in the cyclical logic of weather, 
these warm and cold patches are 
caused by weather conditions which 
are generally determined by the jet 
stream. 
While the changing patterns of the 
jet stream permit forecasting for 30 
days and even several months, 
climatologists like Isaac are con­ 
cerned with weather trends over far 
longer periods. Again, the cyclical 
element occurs. 
In the perspective of a century, 
winter temperatures are now sliding 
downward toward a 100-year norm. A 
warm decade occurred in the 1950’s, 
but a cooling trend, which is world- 
*wide, is expected to last until the year 
2000. 
The temperature differences from 
decade to decade are not dramatic and 
this winter is only slightly more severe 
than the average of the last 40 years. 
However, in the previous 50 years, the 
average winters were definitely 
colder, according to world records. 
This substantiates the claims of “ how 
it was” in grandfather’s day. 
Even though temperature trends 
occur and can be forecast, Isaac points 
out that there will be fluctuations and 
unusual years within trend periods.
